Now, that's a bit more like it. Producing this issue has 
been a bit easier, though I did let it push into the 
weekend, which slowed things down. I'm not trying to do 
everything in one evening anymore, which does wonders for my 
sanity. My address list is returning to some semblance of 
normalcy. Check the sub balance on your label} if it's 
negative, you owe me money! 

Time for a few reminders. Your game fee covers a sub 
to BIG HITS as long as you are in a game or on my standby 
list. When your last game ends or you get eliminated from 
that last game, I'll remind you of it. If you NMR out of a 
game without explanation, I'll cut off your sub and keep 
your money. It pays for the free issues to standbys. 

If you have anything to say to me that is not directly 
related to the game you're playing, please write it down on 
a separate letter to me. One of you missed out an the new 
gamestart because I filed your orders away. Since I get mail 
from about 40 players I have to keep orders and letters in 
separate files to make some sense of it all. 

If you want NMR insurance, it is up to YOU to keep me 
informed of your current phone number, especially when you 
move. Otherwise I'll have no phone number on your record, 
and I won't pay the money to check directory assistance for 
your number. 1 will try to let you know every once in 2 
while whether or not I have your number on file. 




SO WHAT'S A VALID ORDER ANYWAY 

I don't think there's a whole lot of confusion on this.- 
My houserules are pretty clear. But in the interest of 
filling all this white space, let me elaborate. 

I think the GM should have as little effect on the game 
as he can. Players shouldn't have to worry about proper form 
or grammar when writing orders. However, some rules have to 
be foil-owed so the GM is not forced to guess the meaning of 
orders. In addition, the deliberately miswritten order is a 
valid tactic and I want to leave room for it. 

In one breath, my rule is "if there's just one possi- 
bility, you don't need to mention it, but if you do mention 
it and get it wrong, it's miswritten." In a shorter breath, 
"if in doubt, leave it out." 

Let's say you want to move Fleet Greece to Bulgaria 
(south coast). Your safest bet is to spell it all out just 
like that. It's also safe tD abbreviate it just as I would, 
F Gre-Bul/sc. But if you start leaving more out, it gets 
tricky. 

I used to require that you write the unit label with each 
order. I don't anymore, so if you write "Gre-Bul/sc" (leav- 
ing out the "F"), that's fine. There's only one unit in Gre, 
so it must be the one moving to Bui. But miswriting the unit 
is a no-no. If you write "A Gre-Bul/sc" it's (Disordered. 

Now what if you leave off the coast? "F Gre-Bul" is OK, 
there's only one coast it can go to. If the unit started in 
Bul/sc, then "F Bul-Gre" is fine too. I already know it's on 
the south coast. There are only three moves that absolutely 
require a coast: F Por-Spa, F Mid-Spa, and F Con-Bui . All 
three have a choice of coast, and all three fail. 

What if you are supporting a unit? F Gre S Rus A Ser-Bul. 
You don't need the "Rus", there is after all only one unit 
in Ser you could be supporting. But if the unit were really 
Italian, calling it Russian would be a misorder. 

I do say in the houserules that "implied orders" are OK. 
This applies both to builds and supports. That is, something 
like F Gre S A Ser-Bul technically orders both F Gre and A 
Ser, so I see no need to repeat "A Ser-Bul". 

What if you want to deliberately miswrite an order? Tell 
me "this order is deliberately miswritten." That will always 
do it.
